STANDING impassively in‘ court, 

Vidkun Quisling yesterday 
heard his own recorded voice. hel 
to condemn him. From. lo 
speakers ‘behind tHe sg cod bench 
came his orders to the Norwegian 
people in a broadcast-on April 9th, 
1940. y 
“ Norwegian men and women, 
now that England has broken 
Norway’s neutrality by laying mines 
in our territorial waters,” came the 
voice. The court:listened-in t 
silence. while Quisling ‘stood 
impassive. 

As the broadcast: conchided, with 
a warning to officials and officers 
of the Norwegian Army and Navy 
to obey his commands, the judge 
asked Quisling, “Was that your 
voice we heard?” In low tones, 
and with some hesitation, Quisling 
answered, “ There can, I suppose, .be 
no doubt.” . ' 

Albert Hagelin, Quisling’s former 
63-year-old agent in Germany, and 
his Minister of Commerce, pleaded 
loss of memory when - cross- 
examined as a vital prosecution, 
witness. Brought from Moelle- 
garten Prison Hospital, Hagelin 
declared that he had been under 
medical treathhent for loss o 
memory since 1944. With his eyes 
fixed on the ground, he replied 
either with flat denials or a 
mumbled “I can’t remember, I 
can’t remember.”  - 

Reminded of-a letter written on 
Quisling Party notepaper to an 
associate in Germany, which stated 
that if his advice had been followed 
the pro-English Marxist Govern- 
ment would never have been able 
to leave Oslo, Hagelin examined 
the letter pay and said, ““I don’t 
remember this letter.” He admitted 
the signature was his. 

Hagelin refused to answer a yes 
or no when asked whether ‘he, con- 
firmed testimony about: his talks 
with Hitler, Rosenberg, and ‘other 
Germans. When asked how he got 
£25,000: to £30,000 out of Germany, 
he answered: “ When the Jews: were 
taking millions, why shouldn't do 
the same?” : 

German~ Gestapo officers, who 
had been responsible for the execu- 
tion of Norwegian patriots and Jews, 
testified, and said much ‘of. the ‘re- 
sponsibility for maltreatszent of the 
Jews rested on Quisling. One of 
them said that the Norwegian “State 
Police, Quisling’s own Gestapo, had 
the reputation of being even worse 
than the German Gestapo. 

A 66-year-old Chamberlain to 
King Haakon gave evidence of the 
damage done to the Royal Palace.
